Board Approves "Limited Schools of Choice" 
Plan for Halecreek, Merriman Elementaries 


A limited "Schools of Choice" plan 
for two of the district's six elementary 
schools was unanimously approved by 
the Romulus Board of Education on 
July 24. The plan calls for Halecreek 
and Merriman — both located on the dis- 
trict's south side, between Eureka and 
Pennsylvania — to accept enrollment of 


-a small number of students from outside 


the schools’ normal attendance area. 

Halecreek will have five openings 
in every grade except the third, which 
will have two, while Merriman will have 
two openings in each grade. 

"We are going to do atestrun onthe 
Schools of Choice program in Romulus 
and see howit works out this year," said 
Carl Weiss, the new superintendent of 
the Romulus Community Schools. "We 
need to do this to help us make efficient 
use of our district's outstanding physical 
facilities." ; 

Among those who may be most 
likely to take advantage of the Schools 
of Choice program are the residents of 
Romulus's new Highland Estates sub- 
division, located off Pennsylvania be- 
tween Middlebelt and Inkster roads in 
the Halecreek School neighborhood. 


"Inthe past, the district has received 
many requests from Highland Estates 
residents to attend Halecreek and Merri- 
man schools," said RCS spokesperson 
Dick Kruse. "The residents are particu- 
larly interested in the Romulus Commu- 
nity Schools' leading-edge technology 
program, which provides superior tech- 
nological literacy opportunities with one 
computer for every two students.

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Michigan's Trash Policy Must Change

Michiganis a beautiful state nestled 
in a quintet of lakes. Our two scenic 
peninsulas give us our identity. We have 
an abundance of pristine rivers. We 
have an enormous amount of scenic 
landscape. And we have an abundance 
of landfill space that makes us the cheap- 
est dumping ground in the nation. 

Fortwo decades, waste companies 
have flocked to our state because it is 
virtually free for them to do their filthy 
business. Trash now comes to Michi- 
gan from far and wide. Trash has turned 
our beloved state into the nation’s third 
largest importer of garbage. Our Great 
Lakes State is quickly becoming the 
Great Waste State. Unchecked, this 
invasion of trash will ruin our way of life. 

Instead of luring jobs, Michigan is 
attracting trash trucks. More than 400 of 
them come into our state every day from 
Canada, shredding our roads and ruin- 
ing our neighborhoods. In 2005, around 
6.2 million tons of trash surged. into 
Michigan from outside our borders, ac- 
cording to the Department of Environ- 
mental Quality. That's 100,000 tons 
more than we got in 2004, and the 
amountis not likely to go down anytime 
soon because Republicans lifted a ban 
on landfill expansion. 

After the ban was lifted, at least five 
landfills applied for expansion, includ- 
ing Pine Tree Acres in Macomb County, 
Woodland Meadows in Wayne County, 
Southeast Berrien County Landfill, White- 
feather Landfill in Bay County and Carle- 
ton Farms Landfill in nearby Sumpter 
Township. 

The Department of Environmental 
Quality repeatedly asked the Legislature 
to reinstate the ban, which would have 
given the department legal authority to 
prevent landfill expansion. The Repub- 
lican-led Legislature refused. Now that 
the ban is lifted, and since the Carleton 
Farms Landfill plans to move forward 
with its expansion, others will follow. 
That means our communities will be at 
risk as trash trucks roll through our 
streets, tearing up the infrastructure, 
potentially spilling hazardous waste, and 
even killing motorists. Look at the his- 
tory of the trash industry. 

In 2002 and 2003, several trucks 
from Canada were caught with radioactive 
medical waste, blood, and even aton of 
marijuana hidden among their cargo of 
garbage bound for Michigan landfills. 

In February 2005, aCanadian trash 
truck dumped human waste in Flat Rock. 
A Canadian trash truck killed two men in 
Huron Township in November 2005. On 
March2, atrash truck in Huron Township 


dumped human waste on Will Carleton 
Road. And these were just the trucks 
that were caught or stopped. Imagine 
the risks posed by the trucks that are not 
caught or stopped. 

Canadian and out-of-state trash 
degrades our communities. It harms our 
natural resources. Itthreatens our health 
and our way of life. 

And it must be stopped. 

House Democrats have been fight- 
ing to pass anti-trash legislation that 
would ban landfills from expanding until 
2011, but Republicans refused. Michi- 
gan has an estimated 17 years of landfill 
space left for citizens in the state — but 
that space is being gobbled up by gar- 
bage from other states and Canada. 

In addition to fighting to pass anti- 
trash legislation that would ban landfill 
expansions, House Democrats have 
been fighting to pass a plan that would 
attack the economics of waste. 

We want trash companies to pay 
$7.50 per ton of trash, the highest dump- 
ing charge in the nation. Higher even 
than Pennsylvania’s, whose $7.25-per- 
ton charge has been widely credited 
with helping that state cut imported trash 
by 14 percent, or 1.5 million tons. That's 
more than 100 fewertrash truck tearing 
through Pennsylvania. The dumping 
charge is working in Pennsylvania. It 
can work in Michigan. 

Fortwo decades, waste companies 
have dumped in our state with impunity, 
without a thought for the long-term costs 
to our neighborhoods, to our land, to our 
water, to our way of life. They have done 
so because, fortwo decades, ithas cost 
them about two thin dimes for every ton 
of garbage they drop into our landfills. In 
the calculus of the trash trade, this is the 
textbook definition of maximizing profit 
margins. Instead of dumping in Penn- 
sylvania, where each ton of trash will 
cost them $7.25, these companies now 
route their trucks and their trains to 
landfills across Michigan, drawn to our 
state because these companies want to 
keep dumping for 21 cents per ton. 

Waste companies have gotten filthy 
rich from the garbage trade. But con- 
sider this: We pay to keep our state 
beautiful. We pay to use our parks. We 
pay to hunt and to fish. We pay to use 
our campsites. We pay to keep our 
neighborhoods beautiful, to maintain our 
roads, to sustain our infrastructure. In 
short, we invest time, money and the 
deep love we have for our state to keep 
Michigan beautiful. - 

The cost ofletting imported garbage 
fester like a sore in our state is too high. 

Together, we must put a lid on Ca- 
nadian and out-of-state trash. 0 


RHS Math Fair = Learning Fun

A Math Fair organized by Romulus 
High School teacher Marci Shafer's pre- 
calculus class this spring was deemed 
a "total" success by those who partici- 
pated. The program was intended to 
create stimulating lessons that would 
make it fun and easy for students to 
master advanced math concepts that 
may sometimes seem dull or difficult. 

Shafer began by having each of her 
students choose a specific math con- 
cept, then invent a game, design a dis- 
play board, and develop a presentation 
to illustrate the concept in a unique and 
entertaining manner. The completed 
projects were organized into a "fair" to 
which other RHS students were invited. 

"The Math Fair was a creative way 
to learn about math," said Shafer. "It 
showed that math problems can be easy 
and interesting if you look at them from 
a fresh perspective with the help of 
specialized presentations." 

The innovative assignment required 
students to hone more than just their

"In fact, "she added, "several of the 
students said that they really enjoyed 
teaching their topics, and would defi- 
nitely consider teaching as a future ca- 
reer choice." 

Among the many imaginative proj- 
ects that were submitted by Shafer's 
students were a dart game that Sandra 
Harris devised to teach a lesson on 
polar coordinates, as well as Amanda 
Kreutzer's "treasure hunt" game, which 
taught players about the angular mea- 
surement units of degrees, minutes, 
and seconds, and then had them use 
their new knowledge to find their way 
around a map of the Spanish Main in 
search of pirate plunder.

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UM, Romulus Schools Join Up 
for Special Filmmaking Project 


The University of Michigan and the 
Romulus Community Schools are cur- 
rently collaborating to produce a special 
film, according to district spokesperson 
Dick Kruse. 

"Bilal’s Stand is a true-story movie 
that explores the theme of social mobil- 
ity vs. community abandonment," Kruse 
explained. "It focuses on the life of an 
inner-city high-school senior and his 
family's longtime taxi-stand business, 
which has been the family's main focus 
of activity and primary source of income 
for the last 60 years. 

"The family wants Bilal to carry on 
with the family business, buthe takes up 
ice-carving and wins a college scholar- 
ship," he continued. "Bilal is thus forced 
to decide whether he will continue work- 
ing at 'The Stand,’ or pursue a college 
degree and higher empowerment." 

Many of the film's scenes are being 
shot at Romulus High School, where 
Culinary Arts Department head Charles 
Usztics has inspired dozens of students 
to enter (and take top prizes in) the 
annual Plymouth Ice-carving Competi- 
tion. Usztics, who was named National 
Culinary Arts Teacher of the Year by a 
leading professional journal in 2005, 
will be featured in the movie, which is 
being directed by Sultan Sharrieff, an 
RHS alumnus who founded the UM Ice- 
carving Team. 

"Sharrieff has been active in the 
arts programming community as a pro- 
ducer of The Spiral Project (a 35mm 
feature film), filmmaker of Mural(adocu- 
mentary about the University of Michi- 
gan rugby team's trip to Thailand to help 
with tsunami relief), and a producer of 
Fulfill a Hankering (a 25-minute, 16mm 
film)," noted Kruse. "He has also served 
as a student representative to arts orga- 
nizations such as the Michigan Council 
for Arts and Cultural Affairs and the Cool

"EFEX allows for an exchange of 
ideas and experiences between univer- 
sity students and community members," 
he explained. "The project focuses on 
combining filmmaking with service learn- 
ing, and serves as a new model for 
interaction between UM and the Detroit- 
area creative-arts community." 

EFEX project organizers are asking 
for donations of food to help support the 
30-member cast and crew during the 
filmmaking period, which will extend 
through August 11.
